A defi­ 
nite decision on the city ’s scheme 
to acquire railroad right-of-w ay 
p rop erty here is ex p ected to be 
made this afternoon when 
John 
J. Cannon of St. Louis, vice-p resi­ 
dent and general manger of the 
Missouri Pacific, comes here dur­ 
ing an ex ecutive insp ection tour 
of the comp any ’s lines. 


The council session followed a 
m eeting of business men Tuesday 
morning with J. E. Robinson, Mis­ 
souri Pacific agent here, and C. F. 
Daugherty , sup erintendent, and A. 
B. Chaney , division engineer, 
of 
Pop lar Bluff. Tentative p lans for 
acquiring right-of-w ay land were 
first ap p roved in the m orning by 
Mr. Daugherty and in the after­ 
noon by business men and Sikes- 
ton American Legion p ost rep re­ 
sentatives who attended the coun­ 
cil meeting. 
Under the city p rop osal slight­ 
ly changed since it was first an­ 
nounced, the right-of-w ay from 
Prairie street to the Missouri P a­ 
cific and Frisco interchange track 
in the west p art of town and al­ 
most the entire 
sp ace 
on 
the 
north side in the Am erican Legion 
and the railroad p arks. 
The fifteen feet, sp onsors of the 
p lan say , would allow widening 
of Malone avenue through 
the
